PROCESSED 
FOODS AND 
THEIR VALUES 


By Chairman of the Food 
Investigation Board of Britain 
(Sir Joseph Barcroft, C.B.E.) 
told members of the Royal Dublin 
Society, yesterday, how Great 
Britain was. reducing the cargo 
space occupied by imported food 
to one-tenth of what it was in pre- 
war days by de-hydrating meat 
and vegetables. 

Showing his large audience small, 
circular tablets, he demonstrated how 
they could be transformed into a 
substantial meal of stew; cabbage 
and carrots, A small white tablet 
which, he said, had been 
‘assembled ” five months ago in 
Australia, and which had travelled 
through tropics without refrigeration, 
became in & very short time a jugful 
of milk, which looked and tasted 
perfectly fresh. These foods, he in- 
sisted, were not substitutes, but 
were every bit as good as the com- 
modity which was processed. 


MEAT AND FISH 


A side of beef weighing 150 pounds 
_ could be reduced by being blocked 
‘ and dried to 44 pounds, occupying 
only one cubic foot instead of 6.3 
cubic feet on board ship. After three 
hours’ cooking, in about three times 
its volume of water, it became 
mince, which could be incorporated 
into most meat dishes, — 

One hundred-weight of fish could 
be *‘ dried down ”’ to between eleven 
and sixteen pounds. Vegetables 
could be compressed in the same 
way. Thirty-one pounds of ordinary 
fresh cabbage occupied 2.4 cubic feet. 
Dried cabbage loose weighed twenty 
ounces and occupied .4 cubic feet. 
When this was blocked, while the 
weight remained the same, the space 
which it covered was only .24 cubic 
feet. Generally speaking, vegetables 
dried to one-tenth of their weight. 

Thirty dozen eggs in their shells 
weighed 57 pounds and took up 2.4 
cubic feet of a ship’s hold, Pow- 
-dered and blocked they weighed 
eleven.potHds and otcupied .24 cubic 
feet. Milk, which contained more 
water than any other “food, could 
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ounces, while the space it occupied 
—normally 60 cubic inches—became 
7.7 cubic inches. Dried milk would 
keep for more than ten months, and 
it was possible, therefore, to save 
the excess summer milk for the 
winter. 
Potatoes, however, were difficult 
to process, hecause of certain chemi- 
cals which they contained.

ALLIED SHIPS SUNK 
GERMAN REPORT 


BERLIN, Thursday. — Amplifying 
their claim to have sunk 26 Allied 
merchantmen, totalling 168,000 tons, 
in waters from the Arctic to south 
of Madagascar, the German High 
Command to-night stated: ‘‘ One of 
the ships sunk by U-boat off the 
Jan Mayen Island had ’planes and 
war material for Russia as deck 
cargo. Three of the ships sunk off 
Newfoundland had a cargo of iron 
lore, and other ships torpedoed in the 
Central and South tlantic had 
special metals for the American war 
industry and high-class foodstuffs for 
Britain on board. One ship carried 
the crews of nine other ships;’’ 

Earlier the Germans stated that 
U-boats had sunk a further six 
ships, totalling 37,000 tons. ‘‘ out of 
the Britain-bound convoy,’’ of which 
16 ships had been previously claimed. 
Some of the chips are stated to have 
been laden with war materials for 
the North African front,—(Reuter. )

The meals will be 
either served in the schools or taken 
to the homes of the children. 
These facts will come before the 
School Meals” Committee of the 
Corporation to-day.

IDENTITY CARDS

winning it. As such, it was for over 
twenty-five years the most keenly- 
fought constituency in the British 
Isles, its contests being alternately 
won by Nationalist and Unionist 
until the'further enlargement of the 
franchise gave the late Joe Devlin 
a decisive hold on it. 
‘The 95 per cent. polls of those 
days are noi likely to be a feature of 
to-day’s voting. ‘The size of the 
meetings give some idea of what the 
voting might be, and in this respect 
it may be mentioned that Mr. Don- 
nelly’s final meeing, which was the 
largest indoor meeting held by any 
of the candidates, was not attended 
by more than 400 people. -On the 
other hand, both he and Dr 
McGouran report that financial sup- 
ort has come in greater quantity 
than they had hoped. Altogether 
it seems unlikely that. more than 
10,000 of the 17,000 electors. will 
vote. 

If Mr. Donnelly wins the election 
with a respectable majority, as seems 
likely, it may be expected that the 
fadh of Nationalist activity in the 
North will increase and that, he will 
use his friendships and connections 
in the South to bring the partition 
issue more to the forefront than it 
has been for many years. far, 
however, the only concrete plan for 
further activity which he has 
announced is that of pressing for the 
early fighting of the vacant seat in 
Mid-Derry, which is a Nationalist 
stronghold. 


NO HOPE 
OF MORE 
BICYCLES

TI that there would shortly be 
an increase in the number of 
bicycles and accessories available 
was described to the Irish Times 
by a prominent cycle factor yester- 
day as being “ absolutely without 
foundation.’’

“SOLOMONS FIGHTING

WASHINGTON, Thursday.— 
“Fighting has begun to the east 
of the American positions on Guadal- 
canal Island, following additional 
enemy landings,” states a United 
States Navy Department com- 


muniqué here to-night. 

The communiqué reads :—‘' South 
Pacific (all dates east longitude) : Un 
November 1 army aircraft bombed 
enemy supply dumps and troop con- 
centrations on the north coast o 
Guadalcanal Island, in the vicinity 
of Kokumbona. No opposition was 
encountered, On November 3 United 
States troops continued their success- 
ful attacks against enemy positions 
to the west of the Matanikau River. 
Three field pieces, twelve 37 mm. 
light artillery guns and 30 machine- 
guns have been captured and 350 
Japanese killed. 
‘During the night of November 
3 to 4 United States naval forces 
shelled enemy positions near Kokum- 
bona. During the same night 
further enemy forces landed on the 
north coast of Guadalcanal, to the 
east of Koli. After an initial repulse 
at dawn on No€ember 4 United 
States marines are pressing their 
attack on these enemy troops.” — 
(Reuter. }

M OSCOW announced [ast night that all German attacks 

in Stalingrad had been repelled with heavy losses, 
thus denying yesterday's German claim that shock troops 
had captured a fortified iet position. 


In the Tua e area the Red Army is attacking on a 
wide front and claims to have thrown the Germans out of a 
number of positions. 


South of. Nalchik and in the Alagir sector Russian 
troops are firmly holding the German advance, and in the 
Mozdok: area have captured a German centre of resistance. 


MOSCOW, Thursday. — Reuter’s 
Correspondent says that /zvestiu 
reports from the front that the Red 
army inside Stalingrad city is show- 
ing '“ growing activity, steadfast- 
ness and maneuvrability.”’ North 
and south of Stalingrad, where 
Marshal Timoshesko now disposes 
of very strong forces, there has been 
a comparative lull during the last 
few days. :
